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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 : Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

2. The language of the claim beginning at line 7 with "and further wherein if when..." 
to the end of the claim is grammatically incorrect and lacks clarity. The subjunctive 
clause following "if lacks the necessary concluding clause (i.e. "if ..."then"). Further, 
the statement "if when at least one of said means selected from the above-mentioned 
group Including either one of said normal hand-drive pulse generation circuit means..." 
is not understood because the Markush group does not Include the normal hand-drive 
pulse generating circuit means, as implied In this language, and further because the 
term "either" normally refers to one of two alternatives, not the several set forth in the 
claim. 
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Formal requirements 

3. The manner of making the amendment is improper. Applicant is referred to 
37CFR1 .1 73(b)(2) and (g) and MPEP1453 for the format for reissue amendments to 
claims. All amendments should be made relative to the original patent (specification and 
claims). All claims added to the original patent claims should be underlined completely 
at original presentation and at each amendment. Thus, all the remaining claims in this 
application should be resubmitted and underlined completely. 

4. A supplemental declaration is required for ail changes to the claims in any 
amendment to the claims, other than spelling, grammar, etc.. See 37CFR1 .175(b) and 
MPEP 1414.01. A supplemental declaration is thus required for the changes to the 
claims filed subsequent to original reissue filing date. 

5. The application for a reissue should be accompanied by either an offer to 
surrender the original patent, or the original patent itself, or if the original is lost or 
inaccessible, by a statement to that effect. The application may be accepted for 
examination in the absence of the original patent or the statement, but one or the other 
must be supplied before the application is allowed. All claims being allowable, except for 
formal matters, the original patent or the statement is required with the next response. 
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6. Claims 26,27,29, 31-37 and 39-45 are allowed. Claim 38 will be allowed if 
corrected for the 35USC 1 12 deficiencies noted above.
